'J'ho 20th of J 111113 was a fialcl day in 
thehouao. Aftor tliu lialleasiiesa whiellhad 
huiig over piirliameiitiu-y busiiioas for tlio 
previous aix or ei^ht vvooks tho chiiinber 
then presented quite an iitiitnalud uppear- 
ance in expectation ot tlie Scutt Act com- 
ing up for consideration. Victoria pui>- 
pl6 have little coiicoption of the Intereat 
taken in this que.Mtioii at Ottawa. Tein- 
peraucu advocatca liavo boon working 
hard for their sido, ivhilo the liquor mon 
have liad a stroDG! lubby at wurk nil thu 
Beaaion. Prohibition has coaquured, but 
by.avery narrow majority. Several un- 
important senate amendmonta were con- 
sidered, some being accepted, others re- 
jected, after which L-aino the tug of war, 
wliother tlie avietKinient exoniptini; beer 
and lij;ht wines fnun tlie operation of the 
act should bo adopted. In acooidanco 
with the rule iMr. Jainioaun, who had 
charge of tlio bill, preaanted the written 
reasons why the amendment should not 
be concurred in: 1st. That its adoption 
would be a a violation of tlio pi'iiiciplea 
of the Canada 'riMiiporniice .Act. 
That Gl citioa and couiitiBs of the Oo- 
minion bavin;; adopted the act witli the 
understanding I iiat it would remain in 
operation throe years, tiio passing of the 
amendnaent would be a broach of good 
faith; and 3d. The pasainj; of the amend- 
ment would be in oiqioaitioii to the wialiea 
of a larsie miinber of electura who hud 
petitioned parliiuuent not to adopt it. 
Mr. .Ino. Small, moniber fur Kast To- 
ronto, then uiuvod that the senate amend- 
menta should not bn retroactive, but 
should only apply to couutiits hereafter 
adopting the Soott Act. This was the 
teat question, and Sniall'a resolution was 
rejeelod by a vote of 8(1 to 7^. iMeasrs. 
Sliakeapeai-e and liaruard VLiti'd with the 
majority, and Mcasrs. Hakur, tloiuer and 
Gordon with the minority. There was 
f;reat excitement during the vote, na it 
«ras seen that the division was a close 
one. The aenitte anieiidnieut waa then 
struck out unanimoualy. 

THE risiij:iaj<:s {^uestwn. 

Mr. Peter MitcbL'll has usked Sir John 
a very pertinent ([uestiou respecting the 
negotiatiouB ponding between our govoru- 
mout and that of the United States looking 
to a renewal of the fishery treaty. He took 
for his cue a statement made iu the Mont- 
real Qnzotto tbnt an arrangement bad been 
nrriveil iit betwoou the tw<i L^nvernmcntir 
that no sti-pri should lie lalicn to jiii'Vuiit 
Aiueiican lisheiuu-ii i.'oiiiiii|_; within out- 
fishing grounds iiiiiil fnu^ross incctH iu 
December next, iu tlic hope that in the 
moantimo soino iirran;,'fiiieiit will be arrived 
at by vvhiob the luattt-r can bo .set at rest 
for all time to come. Sir .John, wliile do- 
cliniug tt) atate what the fxaet position of 
oflfaira was, proiaised to bring down to the 
bouse before the close of the session the 
conespondcnco between the Imperial gov- 
ernment and the goveraraeut at Waabiugtou 
on the question. It ia -whiapored in minis- 
terial eiriiles that the Ga/.etto hit the prin-ise 
position of all'airs very closely. We have 
it on good aulhni ilY that the ijrojiositiuii of 
the United States yovc-niioeut is that thu 
president will umlertake to briiit^ thu wlffjlo 
questiou of the lisherioB before eougress at 
its December sittings and will rceomuieud 
the appoiutiuciit of a joint oommissiou 
charged vitb the aettleiueiit upon ii just 
&iid oi|uitable basis of the entire queation 
of the tishing rights. The government of 
the United States propose, in the meantime, 
that there shall be no enforoement of our 
fishery laws and regnlntioua from .July 1st 
to the close of the jircsi'iit tiniiiu^ season. 
There is just a little |,'all, .-xhiliited iu the 
last proposal, ft is liarVHy liki-ly that the 
Americans will In- pL-riuittud tu tish iu our 
waters all smnaiev witbuuL an e<|uivaleiit 
and then (or the negotiations to drop 
through. If the United States goveriiiai-nt 
is in earnest iu the matter let it; rt-fniin 
from levying import duties on ourlish until 
a final settlement can be arrived at, 

THE OCEAX MAIL SKHVl(]K. 

An atiiniated disous.sioti took plaire in 
the house during last week on the mail 
service between Canada and England. 
For years the contract hiia been held by 
the Allan Compiiny, who run a weekly 
boat across the Atlantic, carrying the 
mails free, the company being bcnuaed 
to the extent of $L',ijUO each trip. Several 
DiDmbera called attention to the unfair 
way in which the Allan Company have 
endeavored to crowd rival companies off 
the St. Lawrence route, and it was Hug- 
gested that the f;overument advertise for 
tenders to see which line wrajld carry the 
mails at the olieapeat ra.e. It waa stated, 
however, that so far a.s the service waa 
concerned tlie government were satiatied, 
and It was therefore not proposed to take 
the ciMitract out of the hands of the 
Allan's.

The 
yueats included the Duke of .M mchester, 
Lord Napier, Sir Peter Liim.sdeii, .\lr.

The Terrible ICesortof a Voung 
Girl in Order to Save her 
Own Life. 

St. PiiTKitsiifuii, .lune 12tli. — A 
pt;usant, who had been to the village 
of Kogosliua to sell a pair of oxen, waa 

returning home with hi.s daughter, a 
girl of fourteen \ ear.s, when, on lii.s 
way, he .stojiped at a drinking-house, 
three miles from town. In the place 
Were tieVerul .tU.-ipiciou.s-look ing peraoiiM, 

v, lio iioliecd the puasuut's money when 
he paid for his drink. The un.suspect- 
iiig man left the honst- and went on liin 
way. 

Soon after, under cover of the dark- 
iie.ss, he wa.s ■i.s.saulted and kil'eil. .After 
rilling the corpse the niurderera threw 
the body of their unfortunate victim 
into a well. The girl, who had been 
witne.ssof her fiitlier'.s nitirder, reluni- 
otl to the hou.si! where her father had 
HtO]iped and informed the owner of 
what had occurred. He told the girl lo 
keep ijuiet, and pei auaded her to atay 
at his place during the night and In^ 
would see what could be done in the? 
morning. Hardly had he and lii.s wife 
hud time to put the girl to bed with 
IiIm own daiightfr, a girl of the .same 
age, bid'ore the imirilerers rel ii rued. 

'I'hc .saluoukeeppr acijuainte.il iheiu of 
tho girl's return, whereupon tliey 
avowed their inteniion of completing 
their bloody work by cutting the throat 
of the innocent child. The aalooiikeep 
er (.dijecleiJ to thi.s nioile of dis|iaicliing 
the girl, a.s the body might be discover- 
ed, and b( an caay meaiia of id('iUif\' 
ing him as an acces.sory to thu nmidi i 
of her and hor father. He proposed to 
iiui ii her alive tn the bread oven. 

To this the otlier.H conseiitei', and ac- 
cordingly he or.iered his wife to pre- 
pure for the liurniiig of the girl, ^^'hell 
the oven was ri^udy he dii-ecli-d hi. a at: 
complices to take tho girl, who wn.s \ v 
ing on the outside of the bed, with a 
yellow handkerchief bound around her 
head, and throw her into tho oven. 

The girl, nervous and agitated by the 
ttirrible work of the night, had not 
gone to .sleep. She bretilhlessi v listened 
to the prepar.-aions of the ,viliiiis for 
Iter own murder. (.^>ui(dly rising from 
; the bed, she looked about for means of 
e.sca|ie, but saw imtie e.vcept a window 
i which w;(.; fastened wil.h a large nail, 
the only otln-r iie-aiis of exit being the 
door ihroMgh wliicli slu! had been 
l>r(Miglit in, anil which leil directlv lo 
the room the iniirilerers were in. 

The terror stricken girl looked about 
in hopes of liiKling some weapon of de- 
fense lo u.se as a lust resort. There was 
nothing in the place but a cup lilled 
wilh Water, Involuntarily she graspi'd 
it, tlu-ii laid il down. Suddenly an iile.a 
^ seemed lo seiz i her. Turning toward 
i the Wd, she untied the yellow hand 
j ki!rchief about her head and tied it on 
that of her sleeping companion, taking 
I care lo draw it well down on her face 
' so as to conceal the features. Then 
L'ras|;ing the sleejiing ^jirl by the shoui- 
ilers, she rolled her over till she rested 

■ on the front of llu; bed. Then the de.s- 
I perate girl crawde.l over lo the inside 
j ant^ waited.

A deacriinion of oiiu day's lifo m ibo 
family of an Uiilian gLutlciiiaa will givo 
Ihi) reader aii aileciualu notion of Italiau 
homo life. Our pliMi^ant breakfast table 
end the family i;ulliering ilicreat, pro- 
aided over by tlie liclpful mother, in hor 
crisp white cap and elegant wrai)per, aro 
unknown in Italy. A cup of l olVee. with 
a roll, is the only susleuanco partaken at 
in the morning, and this taUou informally 
at no lixed hour. The mother is not to 
bo seen. i^Le is either taking her l oHuo 
in bed or olV to an early mass. i?hade of 
N'esuvius! can the.so two slaltcnily crea- 
tures in deshabille and clattering^ slip|)er3 
be the graceful sylphs 1 admired and 
raved about on the promenade of yester- 
day evening? It is oveu they anil they 
will remain in tliat same scant and unes- 
thetic costume until ills lime to bedeck 
themselves for the evening passeggiata on 
tbo C'orsa Meanwhile they are not idle. 
It is considerecl beneath them to do house- 
work, but they ply the uectlle a.ssid ously 
and knit devotedly. 

The family meet for the tirst time at 
dinner, which takes piace at or after noon. 
Uefore taking their seats at the table, the 
children (I write of a particular family of 
falLor, mother, a ijrowu up son, em- 
ployed in the municipal ollico, and two 
daughters, also grown up), reverently kiss 
the baud of father and mother. i3ut little 
Is said, and . lat by the mother, who 
usually discourses upon one of_ three 
topics — her bodily ailments, of which she 
has an imaginary variety; her religion, of

Does he go home to 
read gooi' books and "store his mind 
with useful knowledge V iXo, for the 
good reason that ho has no home, ile eats, 
•drinks, sliiCT and has his washing done in 
a certaii house, of which his father is the 
present and ho himself the prospective 
owner, liut ho lives hetweou his ollice 
and his favorite cafe, or wiiiehouse. lie 
may not fre(|ueut the .same cafe as his 
'father. Politics di\ido men socially 
'In lifily* They are either Lib- 
erals or Clericals. No matter how small 
the town or village, there is a cal'e and 
apothecary shop where the Liberals con 
gregatu to gossip; a cafe and apothecary 
shop where the Clericals meet To 
one or other of these resorts, according to 
his political convictions aud the secondary 
demands of bis inner man, the scion of

In healthy protestation against their raut- 
ings stand the Italian.s, as sound and long- 
lived a race as any other, liet'veen U) 
and 11 o'clock at night the father and son 
of our family return and suiJijer is eaten— 
a substantial meal, consisting of soup, 
meat and salad aud fruit, with wine as a 
necessary beverage. Tea is only u.sed as 
a medicine. The supiier is the pleasaut- 
est and most homeiiko meal of the day. 
The family chat is prolonged until late, 
and then the children kiss the hands of 
the parents, get their beuison for the ni^ht 
end all retire.
